Special  Agent  Doherty  of  the  liaison  Section  ^t  Admiral  ' 
.Hillenkoettor  this  morning  and  obtained  Jfreta  him  the  information  that  at 
I  no  time  did  he  ever  seek  such  an  appointment  as  Direc  tor  of  GIG.  Admiral  , 

Hillenkoetter  stated  that  he  Tras  the  Naval  Attache  in  Rtris  and  felt 
he  TOis  doing  a  good  Job  vdien  on  approximately  i&rch  7,  he  received  a  di^i^]l" " 
from  Admiral  Ninitz,  Chief  of  Naval  Operations,  ordering  his  return  to  the 
United  states  to  become  JWLrector  of  CIO.  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  stated  that 
he  was  naturally  very  surprised  to  receive  such  a  communication  and  immediately 
sat  down  and  wrote  a  letter  to  Admiral  .Leahy,  whom  he  has  known  for  a  considerable 
period,  e:q)laining  the  reason  why  he  shouJd  not  be  removed  as  Naval  Attache  in 
Faris.  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  believed  that  he  had  some  good  inforsants  and  that 
probably  his  jremoval  would  effect  the  receipt  of  further  information  regarding 
Coomunist  Party  activities  in  France. 

Admiral  Hillenkoetter  revealed  that  shortly  after  the  letter  was  sent 
to  Admiral  leahy,  he  received  a  dispatch  from  leahy  virich  stated  in  effect, 

»Vjcme  back  home,  you  damn  fool."  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  stated  that  when  he 
received  this  he  felt  that  he  must  return. 

Since  his  return  he  advised  Agent  Doherty  that  he  has  a  desk  in 

(General  Vanderibe?:g*s  office  and  he  is  extremely  busy  in  endeavoring  to  obtain 
all  information  about  CIG  he  possibly  can  from  General^^ihndeOTe^  It  is  to  bo 
noted  that  since  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  and  General  Vameriior^  share  the  same 
office  in  CIG  at  the  present  time.  Agent  Doherty  believed  it  would  be  more 
beneficial  to  talk  to  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  vhen  not  in  the  presence  of  (feneral 
Vandenberg.  As  a  result,  knowing  Captain  Sabalot  of  ONI  is  extremely  friendly 
with  Admiral  Hillenkoetter,  the  Captain  was  requested  to  inform  Agent  Doherty 
vhen  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  would  be  present  in  Captain  Sabalot 's  office.  As  . 
a  result  of  these  arrangements.  Captain  Sabalot  phoned  Agenb  Doherty  this  morning 
advising  that  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  would  be  in  Sabalot’s  office  at  10:00  ,A.M. 

It  was  at  ^is  time  that  Agent  Doherty  met  Admiral  Hillenkoetter. 

Admiral  Hillenkoetter  stated  that  he  realizes  his  new  duties  will 
necessitate  his  working  extremely  hard  in  order  to  find  out  as  quickly  as  possible 
.the  activities  of  .all  branches  of  dG.  At  this  point  Special  Agent  Doherty 
inquired  what  his  plans  were  relative  to  the  physical  setup  of  CIG  and  whether 
or  not  he  intended  to  make  any  changes  in  personnel.  To  this  Admiral  Hillenkoetter 
stated  that  his  time  at  the  present  is  spent  mostly  in  an  endeavor  to  find  out 
all  he  can  about  the  operations  of  <;IG.  He  hl^^^lat^  that  at  present  he  had  no

At  this  tiae  the  President  asked  Adniral  Hillenkoetter 
Tdien  he  felt  he  could  take  over  as  Director  of  GIG. and  at  the  same  tine  suggested 
that  he  wculd  appreciate  the  Admiral's  taking  over  on  Vq-y  1.  Admiral  Hillenkoetter 
said  so  long  as  the  President  suggested  l&y  1,  he  felt  that  Jfey  1,  would  be  all 
right  with  him.  So  as  it  stands  now.  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  is  to  become  Director 
of  GIG  on  l&y  1.

AdBJiral  Hillenkoetter  during  the  course  of  conversation  with  Agent 
Doherty  related  that  he  had  the  hipest  respect  and  utmost  regard  for  Mr.  Hoover 
and  was  very  anxious  to  talk  with  Mr.  Hoover  at  the  Director's. convenience  so 
that  he  mij^t  have  the  benefit  of  the  Director's  views  prior  to  officially  taking 
over  as  Director  of  GIG.  Special  Agent  Doherty  informed  the  Admiral  that  a  contact 
would  be  made  with  Mr.  Hoover's  office  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  a  meeting 
between  him  and  the  Director.  The  Admiral  was  informed  that  as  soon  as  word  was 
received  he  would  be  contacted  and  the  appropriate  details  worked  out.  ihe 
Admiral  also  stated  that  he  believed  cooperation  between  FBI  and  dG  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  carry  cut  most  effectively  the  responsibilities  of  GIG.  Admiral 
Hillenkoetter  was  informed  that  Mr*.  Hoover  has  always  been  most  anxious  to 
cooperate  with  other  agencies  ani  doubtless  would  do  everything  in  his^  power 
to  be  of  assistance  to  Admiral  Hillenkoetter  ani  GIG. 


From  the  personal  observations  of  Special  Agent  Doherty,  Admiral 
Hillenkoetter  appears  to  be  a  very  pleasant  and  friendly  individual  ani  indicated 
nothing  pompous  in  his  make-up.  He  also  appeared  to  be  very  frank  in  his  state¬ 
ment  that  he  knew  nothing  about  GIG  but  would  do  everything  possible  to  learn  all 
about  it  in  the  shortest  possible  time. 

It  is  believed  that  in  the  event  Admiral  Hillenkoetter 's  indoctrination 
is  received  from  General  Vandenberg  only,  there  will  be,  quite  likely,  a  necessity 
for  clearing  up  false  impressions  about  the  FEI.

Association,  has  hrooght  to  our  attention  the  existence  of  the  above 
named  organization  t^ich  is  active  in  fingerprinting  truck  drivers  for 
various  operators  in  this  eurea*,  Mr*  NICHOLAS  states  that  to  date, 
drivers  for  Viking,  Ellis,  Buber  and  Huber,  C  and  D,  and  the  Clemens 
Truck  Coi^anies  have  been  fingerprinted  by  this  organization  at  50 
cents  per  head  or  50  cents  per  ei^loyee  fitsgerprinted* 

^  Mr*  NICHOLAS  advised  that  A^  (m^^DCBRS,  also  knovnx  as 

^L^^DCEBRS,  Securl^  officer  for  tlwfe^as  Freight  Lines,  ,i8 
President  of  the**Cehtral  Intelligence 'Service  Inc. ;  tJTTt^^SSDP, 
former  identification  officer  for  the  Marion  County  Sherin*s  Office 
in  Indianapolis,  is  Vice-President;  and  Mrs*  V.  L,^^SSUP  is 
Secretary- treasurer*  So  far  as  Mr*  NICOLAS  knows,  the  only  funds 
for  the  operation' of  this  service  is  the  50' cents  fee  collected  for 
each  individual  fingerprinted.

In  accordance  with  your  request,  this  is  to  advise  that  the  above 
captioned  Senate  Bill  introduced  by  Senator  Robertson  of  TSyoming  on  I'hy 
14,  1947,  contains  the  following  provisionss 

The  Bill  apparently  is  Intended  as  a  substitute  Bill  for  S.  758, 

^  oosKLonly  known  as  the  Arssed  Forces  Merger  Bill  which  was  introduced  by 
Senator  Gurney  on  J&roh  3,  1947.  It  will  be  recalled  that  S.  7^8  provided 
for  the  creation  of  a  National  Defense  Establishnent  to  be  adninistered  by 
a  Secretary  of  National  Defense  under  when  would  function  the  Secretaries 
of  thoArry  (instead  of  War  Departiaont),  the  Navy  and  the  Air  Force. 

In  a  Declaration  of  Policy,  Jfr.  Robertson  called  attention  to  the 
inherent  danger  to  detsocracy  -in  any  coalition  of  the  nilitary  forces  vinder 
a  coamon  noneleoted  head.  The  Declaration  continued,  pointing  out' that 
i  it  is  now  core  inportant  thaji  ever  to  mintain  civilian  control  of  -all 
raoasures  taken  to  proisote  the  national  security.  His  Bill  provides  for 
a  conplex  division  of  the  United  States  Arny  and  Navy  and  the  Air-.P'oroe 
into  separate  departcents.  The  Arry  would  bo  constituted  as  a  balanced 
force  of  land,  air  and  sea  oonponents  for  the  exercise  of  land  power.  The 
'Naval  Service  would  comprise  the  United  States  Navy  and  the  United  Statds 
Marine  Corps  as  a  balanced  force  of  sea,  air  and  land  components  for  the 
exopcise  of  sea  power;  and  the  new  element  of  military  structure,  the 
United  States  Air  Force  would  bo  constituted  as  a  balanced  force  of  air, 
land,  and  sea  components  for  the  exercise  of  strategic  air  power. 

Title  1  of  S.  1282  provides  for  the  coordination. of  all  Government 
Departments  and  agencies  concerned  with  national  defense,  brought  about 
by  establishment  of  the  office  of  Coordinator  for  National  Defense.  The 
Coordinator  would  bo  appointed  from  ci'viiiatt'*’ill‘6  by'the  President. 

There  would  be  established  also  a  National  Defense  Council  composed 
of  the  Coordinator  for  National  Defense  who  %hiell^a^€“Ts'l}hai'!TO^  the 
Secretary  of  State,  the  Secretary  of  the  Army,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
the  Secretary  oT'the  Air ■ Force J  the  Chairmen  of  the  Appropriations  CjSSSt’^ 
tees  of  the  Senate  and  House,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Foreign  Relations  'cdssdt- 
toes  of  the  Semte  ‘and  House,  the  Chairman  of  the  National  Defense  Resources 
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Board,  the  Chairiaan  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  such  other  raenbers 
as  the  President  nay  designate.  The  purpose  of  the  Council  would  be  to 
more  effectively  coordinate  the  foreign  policies,  military  policies,  and 
economic  jpoiicies  of  the  Nation. 

The  Bill  would  create  a  National  Defense  Resources ,  Bpjard  coisposed 
of  a  Chairman  appointed  from  civilian  life ' andTSHie'  t^S'e r“ §e cre^arie s  or 
Assistant  Secretaries  of  the  Pepartments  of  Agriculture,, .Interior,  Coraaerce, 
Labor  and  Treasury;  the  Chairiaan  of  the  Munitions  Board;  the  Chairman  of  . 
the  Research  and  Development  Board,  and  the  heads  of  such  other  'civilian 
executive  departments  and  agencies  as  may  be  designated  by  the  President. 
This  board  would  advise  and  make  recomsajndations  to  the  National  Defense 
Council  concerning  the  coordination  of  military,  industrial,  and  civilian 
mobilization.

Section  204  of  l^r«  Robertson's  Bill  provides  for  tho  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  under  whom  would  function  a  Joint 
Secretariat  to  consist  of  not  more  than  forty  officers. 


Title  3  of  S.  1282  describes  in  detail  the  organization  of  tho 
departments  of  the  Army,  the  Navy  and  the  Air  Force.  It  is  stipulated 
that  tho  Under  Secretaries  of  the  Arry  and  the  Navy  shall  bo  appointed 
from. civilian  life.  ,  The  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  likewise  would  bo 
appointed  from  oivilian  life. 


Under  Title  4  concerning  the  appointeent  and  compensation  of 
personnel  there  is  contained  the  provision  that  tho  Central  Intelligence 
Agency,  among  the  other  councils  and  boards  created,  would^ppoint  and 
fix  c^pensation  of  such  civilian  personnel  as  would  "b'e  necessary  to 
perform  the  ’ 

genc’iS'Xgency  wo\^^  to  appoint  such  advisory  comaittees 

and  to  .  employ  such  part-time  advisory  personnel  as  he  might  deem  neces¬

CCMMENT: 


As  indicated  at  the, outset  of  -this  memorandum,  Ifr.  Robertson's 
.Bill  seems  to  be  aimed- at  the  elimination  of  control  by  the  military 
■from  the  National  Defense  Council.  It  provides  specifically  for  the 
•appointment  of  civilians  to  most  of  the  key  positions  created  by  the 
armed  forces  merger.”  Of  particular,  interest  to  tho  Bureau  is  the 
provision  that  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency  would  function  under  a 
civilian  Director;  "would  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  National 
Defense  Council  ^d  would  coordinate,  evaluate  and  disseminate  intel¬ 
ligence  .relating*  to  tho  national  defense.  The  Bill  contains  no  provi- 
sion  for  an  operating  unit  to  be  set  up  by  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency.

This  branch  monitors  foreign  biroadcasts  and  reports  on  whiat  it  hears  to  the 
White  House,  the  State,  War  and  Navy  departments  and  other  government  agencies. 

The  controversy  has  interfered  seriously  with  operations  of  the  branch,  it  is 
charged,  and  three  House  comittees  have  begun  to  look  into  it. 

Representative  Busbey,  (Rep.  Ill.)  discussed  the  situation  with  Rear  Ac;;-, 

Roscoe  H,  Hillenkoeter,  director  of  the  Central  Intelligence  group.  It  is 
understood  he  called  on  Hillenkoeter  to  end  the  row. 

As  a  majority  meabeJ?  of  the  House  cooaaittee  on  executive  expenditures,  Bust’ey 
has  something  to  say  about  appropriations  for  the  group, 

BUSBEY  xoade  an  informal  surprise  inspection  of  the  organization's  offices 
last  weekend,  and  expressed  no  delight  with  what  he  discovered. 

Representative  Rees  (Rep.  Kansas) ,  chairtcan  of  the  House  Post  Office  and 
civil  service  conaaittee,  also  is  taking  an  interest  in  the  fight. 

Rees  is  a  leading  advocate  of  strong  action  agains'^ ’’disloyal"  eiy>loyees  in 
government  servicer~^ased  6nrFrB.Tl"l.hvest'igation3.  7 

The  fight  in  the  central  Intelligence  Group  shows  that  the  administration  cannot 
or  will  not  clean  house  by  any  any  other  methods,  Rees  is  understood  to  believe. 

THE  HOUSE  Un-Aiaerican  activities  committee  also  has  been  looking  into  the 
backgrounds  of  some  of  those  involved,  it  is  reported. 

The  trouble  in  the  foreign  broadcast  intelligence  branch  apparently  began 
with  a  fi^t  between  two  unions. 

More  conservative  employees  belong  to  an  A.  F.  OF  E.  union  for  civil  servants,  anf 
others  to  a  C.I.O.  local  affiliated  with  the  United  Public  Workers  of  America, 

Right-vringers  in  the  A.  F.  of  L.  union  accuse  some  of  the  C.I.O.  employees 
of  being  radicals,  if  not  fellow  travelers, 

C.I.O.  left-wingers,  on  the  other  hand,  claim  that  at  least  some  of  the 
A.  F,  of  L.^  faction  are  reactionaries,  if  not  Fascists,

It  was  transferred  to  the  War  Department  and  later  to  the  Central  Intelligence 
Group.  The  group  has  had  three  different  directors  and  the  foreign  broadcast 
branch  has  had  four  in  less  than  18  months.

Russel  JSvl^eiJaerd,  director  of  the  branch  has  made  a  whole  series  of  sweeping 
changes  in  tSe^rganization^  structure  and  personnel  of  the  organization  since 
he  took  charge.  He  says  he  has  done  this  in  order  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
branch.  .  But  his  opponents  claim  that  the  changes  have  reduced  the  branch*  s 
efficiency,  instead. 

Shepherds  real  motives  have  been  to  strengthen  his  own  position  and  to  favor 
left-wing  paul'klBg  elements  in  the  organization,  his  opponents  assert.  They  say  he 
has  disrciminated unfairly  against  A.  F.  of  I*,  members  and  other  relatively 
conservative  employees  and  has  unduly  favored  C.I.O.  left-wingers. 

THESE  opponents  formally  preferred  those  and  other  charges  last  November  in 
an  appeal  to  LT.  Gen.  Hoyt  S.  Vandenberg,  then  director  of  the  Central  Intelligence 
Group.  Vandenberg  turned  the  charges  over  to  a  subordinate  to  investigate,  but 
seems  to  have  taken  no  decisive  action  to  stop  the  fight  before  he  left  the  group 
to  take  a  now  assignment  with  the  Army  Air  Forces.
